The next in order of age is that 
somewhat erratic gentleman. 
King 
Leopold ll. of Belgium, who 
was 
born April 9, 1835, and is now in 
his 
seventy-fourth year. 
Report 
says that he is still as gay as ever 
M. Armand Fallieres, the president 
of the French republic, 
was born 
November 6. 1841, and thus heads 
by three days King Edward VII. of 
England, who was born November 
9 in the same year. 
Each is there­ 
fore in his sixty-seventh year, 
and 
they both appear 
to 
be hale 
and 
hearty. 
Frederick VHT., king of Denmark 
is the next oldest ruler. 
He was 65 
on June 3, while our old friend, Ab­ 
dul Hamid IT., is only 57. 
In spite 
of the visit of our fleet to Japan, it 
may be news to many persons that 
the present mikado of Japan is Mut- 
suhito, and as we cannot trace 
an­ 
other Mutsuhito, he is apparently, 
Mutsunito I. 
He is 56 years of age, 
havng been born November 3, 1852. 
Gustavus V., king of Sweden, was 
born June 16, 1858, and William II, 
emperor of Germany, January 
27, 
1859, and they are therefore each of 
them about 50, and they approach 
nearest of all to our president in 
this respect. 
The czar of Russia is a 
mere youth, looked at from the Eu­ 
ropean point of view 
He is 
only 
40, and lives in such seclusion that 
very little is really known about him. 
There remain Victor Emmanuel, king 
of 
Italy, 
who is 
39, 
which 
of 
course, is very young for a king, and 
those royal infants. King Alfonso of 
Spain, who is 22, and King Manuel 
II, of Portugal, who is 19, 


The ascendancy of the democrats 
In 1884 was destined to be short 
lived because In the campaign of 
1888 they asked for a popular ref­ 
erendum on the subject of protective 
tariff and the answer was affirm a­ 
tively 
republican. 
Mr. 
Cleveland 
made the tariff the issue of the 
campaign of 1888 on his own respon 
sibility. At this time there was a 
large surplus in the national treas­ 
ury which led the president to con­ 
clude that more revenue was being 
collected 
that 
an 
economical ad­ 
ministration of government requir­ 
ed. The traditions of the democratic 
party were all in the direction of a 
low tariff and, as a whole they pro­ 
tested against the continuance in­ 
definitely of the high duties which 
bud been levied to carry on the civil 
war. W ithout consultation with his 
party associates, however. President 
Cleveland determined to throw dowrn 
the gauntlet to the republicans and 
raise an issue on this score. Accord­ 
ingly he devoted nearly the work of 
his annual message fo December 6, 
1887, to the subject of the tariff. 
On his own initiative he made the 
issue for bis party unon wh5ch thev 
would be forced to fight before the 
people in the campaign of 1888. His 
party was half stunned by the sud­ 
denness with whch they had been 
forced into partisan position and yet 
they followed quite willingly and 
went down with Grover Cleveland 
to the* defeat of 1888. 
President Cleveland was nominat­ 
ed by his party without opposition. 
W ith him Allen G. Thurman, a stur­ 
dy, old-fashioned democrat of Ohio, 
was named for vice president. It was 
obviously impossible for any other 
man than Cleveland to be nominated, 
in view of the fact that Cleveland 
himself was the father of the tariff 
issue as raised in 1888. 
The republicans were less unani­ 
mous In their choice of a ticket. 
Blaine was still the favorii *. but 
while absent in Italy he had declined 
to allow his name to be presented, 
saying he would not go through an­ 
other contest like that of 1884, ev­ 
en though he knew positively that 
the presidency was at the other end 
of it. Other candidates who receiv­ 
ed prom inent support in the con­ 
vention 
were: 
John Sherman of 
Ohio. W alter Q. Gr ham of Indiana, 
Chauncey Depew of New' York. Rus­ 
sell A. Alger of Michigan. Benjamin 
Harrison of Indiana. After seven in­ 


effectual ballots Harrison was nomi­ 
nated. Levi P. Morton of New York 
was named for vice president. 
The campaign became entirely a 
m atter of education. Both Harrison 
and Cleveland remained at home and 
did not stump the country. There 
was an entire lack of villificatlon and 
mud slinging. The personality and 
private character of the candidates 
remained unquestioned to a consid­ 
erable degree. It was solely a ques­ 
tion of a popular referendum on the 
subject of whether the country was 
ready to reduce the protective tariff, 
which the republican party held to 
be responsible for national prosper­ 
ity. 
The only unfair incident of the 
campaign was that of the famous 
Murchison letter. It will be emem- 
gl sh ambassador suggest;ng that 
e 
gr’ishambassador suggesting that he 
(Murchison) was an ex-Englishman 
and desired to vote for th at candi­ 
date for president 
who would look 
with greatest favor on the claims of 
Geat Britain in pending internation- 
tl teaty legislation. The English am­ 
bassador’s reply, favoring the elec­ 
tion of Cleveland, was made a cam­ 
paign document with sufficient ef­ 
fectiveness to cause 
Cleveland geat 
unrest and the effect 
was 
finally 
strenuously counterbalanced by a de­ 
mand for the recall of the offending 
English ambassador. 
Now occurred a political paradox, 
for which Cleveland received 
250.- 
000 more popular votes than did Mr. 
Harison. Mr. Harrison received 233 
electoral votes as against 168 for 
Cleveland. In other words, the pop­ 
ular majority was Cleveland s and 
the electoral majority was H arrison’s 
and since presidents are made by 
electors and not by voters, Harrison 
received his ticket 
to 
the W bite 
house. The only northern states car­ 
ried by Cleveland were Connecticut 
and New Jersey. Both Indiana and 
New York, which he carried in 1884, 
were now lost by the democrats. The 
failure to carry New' York was due 
mainly to the defection of Tammany 
hall from Mr. Cleveland. Besides the 
presidency the republicans controll­ 
ed both houses of congress by small 
majorities. This outcome w'as inter­ 
preted as a victory for republican 
tariff principles and the immediate 
result was the famous McKinley ta r­ 
iff law, which has figured in Ameri. 
can politics from that hour to this.
